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LOCATION  AND   CHARACTER. 

Thousands  of  Americans  and  thousands  from  the 
Old  World  have  learned  in  the  past  decade  that 
Yellowstone  National  Park,  situated  about  a  thousand  miles 
west  of  St.  Paul  and  Minneapolis,  is  one  of  the  grandest  of 
all  the  great  scenic  regions,  and  that  there  is  no  more  de- 
lightful country  on  all  the  American  continent  in  which 
to  spend  an  outing  of  a  week,  a  month  or  a  season.  Nestled 
among  the  great  peaks  of  the  Rocky  Mountains,  some  of 
which  reach  altitudes  of  from  10,000  to  13,000  feet,  it  is  a  land 
of  pure,  bracing  and  health-giving  air,  of  sunlight  and  blue 
skies,  a  land  which  endows  every  visitor  with  an  exhilarat- 
ing physical  inspiration  which  is  closely  akin  to  the  elixir 
of  life — the  renewal  of  youth — wliich  Ponce  de  Leon  sought 
in    vain    more    than    a    century    ago. 

GOVERNMENT   AND    OTHER   IMPROVEMENTS. 

Improvements  which  have  been  in  progress  for  many 
years  have  made  Yellowstone  Park  easily  accessible.  In 
three  years  the  United  States  government  has  expended 
$760,000  in  building  roads  and  conducting  other  extensive 
engineering  works.  This  has  provided  one  of  the  finest  road 
systems  in  the  world,  extending  through  the  park  and  to 
all  the  points  of  special  interest.  The  large  sums  spent  on 
improvements    to    the    hotels    and    the    great    transporation 
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system  have  supplemented  the  government's  work  and  pro- 
vided the  means  by  which  the  wonders  of  the  park  may  be 
studied   without   sacrifice   of  comfort. 

HOW  REACHED. 

The  Northern  Pacific  Railway  reaches  the  very  gate  of 
the  nation's  pleasure-ground;  its  station  at  Gardiner,  Mont., 
occupies  a  site  only  a  few  rods  from  the  great  $10,000  en- 
trance arch,  the  corner  stone  of  which  was  laid  by  Presi- 
dent  Roosevelt. 

Yellowstone  Park  is  easily  reached  from  either  the  East 
or  the  West,  by  the  Northern  Pacific  Railway.  The  hand- 
some through  trains  of  this  line  make  a  day-light  connection 
at  Livingston,  Mont.,  with  branch  line  trains  running  54 
miles  south  to  the  Park  entrance.  Through  Pullman  sleeping 
cars  carry  passengers  to  and  from  the  Gates  of  Wonder- 
land without  change. 

Northern  Pacific  daily  train  service  between  Livingston 
and    Gardiner    is    conveniently    arranged. 

All  the  park  hotels  are  in  touch  with  each  other  by 
telephone  and  by  telegraph  and  are  also  in  touch  by  tele- 
graph with  the  outside  world.  There  is  no  delay  in  com- 
municating with   distant   points. 

UNIQUE  COACHING  TRIP. 

The  Park  area  covers  3,312  square  miles.  The  tourist 
journey,  exclusive  of  many  fascinating  side  trips,  includes  143 
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miles  of  coaching  in  comfortable  four-horse  coaches  over 
roads  most  of  which  are  sprinkled  daily.  The  roadways  wind 
in  and  out  among  the  geysers,  boiling  springs  of  rar«  beauty, 
mud  pools  and  volcanoes,  sky-tinted  terraces,  sparkling 
streams  and  awe-inspiring  waterfalls  and  cascades,  through 
or  overlooking  lofty  and  tremendous  cafions,  all  of  which 
are  set  down  in  the  midst  of  encircling  mountains  of  impos- 
ing grandeur  among  which  also  lie  broad  and  peaceful  valleys 
of    fascinating    attractiveness. 

This  coaching  trip  has  no  equal  in  the  world.  From 
Gardiner  to  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  large  six-horse  coaches 
are    used.      For    the    remainder    of    the    journey    four-horse 
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coaches,  driven  by  experienced  men  are  employed.  Many 
of  the  drivers  have  served  continuously  for  years  in  Yellow- 
stone Park  roads  and  all  are  experts  in  their  calling. 

The  coaches  themselves  are  of  the  famous  "Concord" 
type;  the  greatly  improved  and  modernized  descendents  of 
the  first  of  the  old  "overland  route,"  vehicles  of  transit — 
vehicles  which  even  now  represent  the  supreme  test  of  work- 
manship and  endurance  in  long  distance  coaching.  The 
coaches  represent  the  best  Concord  construction.  The  old- 
fashioned  leather  thorough-brace  is  retained,  ensuring  an 
easy-riding    and    thoroughly    comfortable    vehicle. 

The  roads  are  solid,  smooth  and  splendidly  main- 
tained, and  the  coaching  trip  under  these  conditions  becomes 
a    real    recreation. 


THE   PARK   WONDERS, 

From  end  to  end  Yellowstone  Park  is  crowded  with 
the  greatest  wonders  of  Nature.  It  is  a  land  of  beauty;  of 
marvelous  vistas  which  have  inspired  thousands.  Few  have 
left  its  boundaries  without  keen  regrets  that  they  were 
not  able  to  remain  longer,  and  many  have  journeyed  from 
distant  parts  of  the  world,  not  once  but  again  and  again,  to 
renew   and    broaden    their    first    delightful    impressions. 

From  the  Gardiner  Gateway  the  coaches  climb 
a  grade  of  900  feet  in  five  miles,  to  Mammoth  Hot 
Springs,  the  site  of  the  first  of  the  great  park  hotels,  which 
stands  at  the  edge  of  the  Fort  Yellowstone  parade  ground. 
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Close  by  are  the  wonderful  Mammoth  Hot  Springs,  which, 
rising  tier  upon  tier,  and  emitting  clouds  of  steam  from 
multi-tinted  pools  and  terraces,  present  a  fascinating  sight. 
From  this  point  the  tourist  journey  begins,  leading  in  turn 
to  Norris,  Lower  and  Upper  Geyser  Basins,  Yellowstone 
Lake  and  the  Grand  Canon,  the  other  great  scenic  points 
where  there  are  other  luxurious  hotels  or  lunch  stations. 

The  Grand  Cafion  of  the  Yellowstone  has  been  termed 
by  many  competent  judges  the  most  beautiful  of  all  the 
great  natural  gorges.  Its  tremendous  depth,  the  brilliant 
tints  of  its  rock-ribbed  sides,  and  the  glorious  panorama  it 
presents    as    seen    from   any   one   of   several    vantage   points 
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JUPITER    TERRACE. 


make  it  a  sight  never  to  be  forgotten.  The  great  Falls  of  the 
Yellowstone  and  the  beautiful  Upper  Falls  rank  first  among 
the  great  mountain  cataracts. 


WILD   ANIMALS. 


Yellowstone  Park  is  a  paradise  of  wild  game — a  country 
in  which  a  beneficent  government  stands  between  the  deni- 
zens of  the  forest  and  plains  and  the  destruction  worked 
by  modern  rifles.  On  a  morning  in  May,  127  deer  were 
found  peacefully  feeding  on  the  parade  ground  at  Fort  Yel- 
lowstone. Antelope,  bear,  and  all  the  interesting  varieties 
of  American  game  animals  and  birds  may  be  seen,  living 
peacefully  in  their  usual  haunts,  unafraid  of  man.  One  of  the 
favorite  sights  at  the  hotels  is  to  watch  the  bears  from  the 
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forest    come    down    to    their    evening   meals    at    the    garbage 
piles. 

SPLENDID  HOTELS. 

The  Park  hotels  are  comfortable,  modern,  and  attrac- 
tive. Each  employs  an  experienced  chef  and  the  menus  are 
varied   and   always    satisfactory. 
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Old  Faithful  Inn,  one  of  the  hotels  on  the  swing  around 
the  circle  in  the  Park,  is  the  largest  and  most  wonderful  log 
building  in  the  world  and  was  erected  at  a  cost  of  $200,- 
000.  It  is  steam  heated  and  electric  lighted,  as  are  all  the 
Park  hotels,  and  stands  within  easy  distance  of  the  famous 
Old  Faithful  geyser,  which  plays  with  clock-like  regularity 
day  and  night.  From  the  roof  of  the  Inn  a  battle-ship 
search  light  plays  at  night  on  the  geyser  in  action  and  the 
view  thus   given   is   impressive   beyond   description. 

The  Colonial  Hotel,  at  Yellowstone  Lake,  is  an  impos- 
ing structure,  handsome  in  finish  and  convenient  in  all  its 
appointments. 


THE   PARK  TOUR. 

For  convenience  sake  alone,  the  tour  of  Yellowstone 
Park  is  based  on  a  fixed  schedule.  It  should  be  borne  in 
mind,  however,  that  the  visit  may  be  extended  a  few  days, 
a  week,  or  several  weeks,  stop-overs  being  allowed  on  the 
regular  trip,  without  additional  charge  for  transportation, 
at  will.  Such  extensions  may  be  arranged  at  any  of  the 
hotels,  and  the  tour  may  be  made  as  elastic  as  personal 
convenience  and  taste  demand.  The  time  will  probably  come 
within  a  few  years  when  Yellowstone  Park  will  be  an  all- 
season,  rather  than  a  "tourist  trip"  summer  resort.  During 
the  season  just  closed  the  number  of  persons  who  extended 
their  visits  beyond  the  stated  limit,  was  larger  than  ever 
before. 
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SIDE   TRIPS. 

Many  attractive  side  trips  may  be  enjoyed  by  every 
visitor.  From  Mammoth  Hot  Springs  Hotel  the  magnifi- 
cent drive  around  Bunsen's  Park  and  along  the  gorge  of 
the  Middle  Gardiner  River  is  a  favorite,  and  the  climb  up 
Electric  Peak  attracts  many.  The  fall  of  the  Middle  Gar- 
diner is  beautiful  in  the  extreme,  and  in  its  setting  of 
sombre  crags,  enlivened  by  the  attractive  green  of  the 
forest  covering,  is  a  sight  which  for  rare  beauty  and  im- 
pressiveness    cannot    be   forgotten. 

At  the  Lake  Hotel  many  tourists  take  extra  time  to 
enjoy  the  magnificent  trout  fishing  in  Yellowstone  Lake. 
At  Tower  Fall  the  trout  fishing  is  the  equal  of  any  in  the 
world.  At  numerous  other  points  the  streams,  stocked  by 
the  government,  afford  the  rarest  sport.  Many  an  hour's 
keen  sport  with  slender  trout  rod  and  whirring  reel  is 
awaiting  the  followers  of  the  good  old  Walton  who  was  the 
first   great  prophet   of  the   fisherman's   religion. 

There  is  not  a  hotel  or  stopping  place  in  the  entire  park 
from  which  side  trips  of  interest  may  not  be  taken,  and  the 
opportunity  to  explore  at  leisure  the  beauties  of  these  wilds 
is  one  of  the  most  fascinating  features  of  the  park  tour. 

The  greatest  side  trip  in  the  park  is  the  journey  to  the 
very  summit  of  Mount  Washburn,  one  of  the  great  peaks 
of  the  park.  From  the  summit  one  finds  spread  out  be- 
low a  magnificent  panorama  in  which  may  be  discerned  all 
the  great  landmarks  and  points  of  special  interest.  The  con- 
struction of  this  new  roadway  has  been  an  engineering  feat 
of   great    difficulty. 
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From  Yellowstone  Lake  the  Three  Tetons  and  other 
peaks  of  the  great  Teton  range,  100  miles  away,  are  plainly 
seen.

"Miniature  Wonderland," 
sent  for  four  cents,  tells  the  interesting  story  of  the  mystic 
origin  of  the  odd  and  striking  Northern  Pacific  Trademark. 
"Wild  Flowers  from  the  Yellowstone"  contains  pressed  flow- 
ers from  Wonderland  and  is  a  dainty  and  interesting  sou- 
venir. It  contains  full-page  illustrations  of  park  scenery 
and  is  sent  for  fifty  cents.  The  Panoramic  Yellowstone 
Park  Picture,  showing  a  birds-eye  view  of  Wonderland  and 
all  the  important  points  in  the  park,  is  sent  for  thirty-five 
cents.  The  Yellowstone  Park  Map  Folder,  giving  much 
valuable  data,  maps,  and  details  of  hotel  and  transporta- 
tion facilities  will  be  sent  for  two  cents  postage.  The  North- 
ern Pacific  Map  Folder,  giving  train  schedules  and  other  in- 
formation will  be  sent  free  on  request.
